flM Mafia Tax Theory Ineonalatant 

With tha Cathotle nellvf. 

New York, .Tune 10. — Archbishop 

Corrigan's serniou on Simday on that 
jmrt of Pope Leo's eiicyrlii al wliieh re- 
ferred to the riirht o| private .•iviiershii) 
in property excited much oniTient Mon- 
day. If the archbishoji's interiwetation 
of the lope's letter is the correct one, 
the iiui^stion Is. indeed, an interesting 
one, esjM'citdly to ■ uch (.'ath'iiics as may 
be e.x'iiouents and followers of Henry 
George'' siu-rle tax theory. 

The ari'hhi>lio]» seems to be very de- 
cided in the . pinion reg/irdiug the ]> !a- 
tionsl'.ip e;<;:-iing hetweeii the members 
of t:ie Ciiiiiolic church, the po])e and the 
oui-iiie world. The doctiiiies of the 
ene\ eli.'.t! are intallilile to the trn>- 
Catliolie. because they arethe utterances 
of the jiope. and accdidiug to the arch- 
bishop, the-e who di iiy the right of 
private ownei ship in l.-ind, whic h in his 
mterpret.ititiu is clearly aliirmed by the 
encyclii al. must be anti-paplsts, and 
anti-Ciitholics. 

Tlie upliolders of the single ta.x I'iiil- 
osojihy. however, do not seem to fear the 
tK)iw's attack of them in his encycli< al. 
Henry (ieorge liist evening spoke very 
freely on the pope's statements and 
Archbishop Comgan's reinlering of 
them. 

"I have seen the text of the enclycical, 
said he. "It bears («ut the countructiou 
which Archbishop Corrigan puts uiK>n 
it. and although somewhat vague in its 
terms it in clearlv intendetl as a con- 
demnation of whM iat ' ~ 
the single tax. 

"1 cannot now speak of ih» anoiBents 
of the pope and his attempt to show that 
there is no different e between ownership 
in the products of labor and a similar 
ownership oi the elements necessary to 
labor, but will take some other oppor- 
tunitv to do so. 

"While it will give pain to many 
Catholics, including many priests and 
some bishope. to find the head of their 
chiurch placing himself in so illogic al a 
position, our cause will not suffer i>y the 
pope's attack. To essay to defend by an 
argument jirivat* pro^^ierty in land -the 
absolute ownership by some of what the 
Creator provided for all is only tx> (udl 
attention to its Tuonstrous wrongfulness 
and poverty breeding wastefulness."

For the Farmer. 

The wheat crop of .South Australia and 
New Zealand is reported to be 2,000,000 
V«ushel8 short and of poor cpiality. 

In portions of Mason County farmers 
have about finished setting tobacco. The 
season hsf been a fine one in this sec- 
tion. 

The corn crop of 1890 was the smallest 
reported in nine years in proportion to 
the population, as the pre^dous one was 
the largest. As stated by .Statistician 
Dodge, the reduction is about 30 percent. 

Jjast month's receipts of live stock at 
Chicago were 220,(iH3 cattle, 13,446 calves, 
660,116 hogs, 185,SH1 sheep, and 9,871 
horses. For May last year the figures 
were 2W,(l!«1 cattle, 'i.Th: calves, 538,077 
hogs, 172,822 Hheei», and 11,0.57 horses. 

The percentage of the wheat cro]) of 
1890 remaining in the hands of growers 
is, according to the department report, 
lees by 15 per cent than the average of 
the previous ten years and less hy 33 per 
cent, than the reserve following the big 
crop of 1884. 

There is great complaint all over Barren 
County over the ravages of the green louse 
in wheat fields. The pests are attacking 
the grain by the inillions, and the farm- 
ers assert thfct unless the head of the 
wheat is too hard to be iitjared the crop 
will be ruined The louse attaokl the 
head and sucks it dry.

New YoHK..Tiuie — The flr«t fweh-e 
inch steel gim made in tlieL'nited .States 
has been completed at the army gun 
factory at Watervliet arsenal, West 
Troy, and is now on its way to Sandy 
Hook to be tc8te<l. It is the largest steel 
gun ever bnilt in this country, but there 
are twelve th:rtee7)-inch guns under way 
for the three battle shijts of the n.tvy— 
the Indiana. Ma.-isaclnisi tis and Orvfiim. 

The twelve-inch aruiy trnn is the hrst 
of sixteen ot itf^ type ordered by the gov- 
ernment and has 1 een building since 
1888. Although it wr, < ne( cssary to send 
abroad for the lar^ct loririnl^H. it will 
not be n> ce-s:iry in the fxilnie to do so 
for either the a' luy or iia\ y. f, 'r the rea- 
son t!iat Anieiii iui steel iiiiniiit.e furers 
now have the funi.ices au<l nieciianical 
appliaiices To prodnrf the lar;,'e,«t i\<v\i- 
in^s. The tnlie and ,ia<:'kpt fv)rgings for 
tins twelve-inch steel gun were pur- 
chased from the w irks at Creiisot. 
France, and ihi reiiiai'iit^trforgings were 
purchased fioni tlie ^!i(lvale st*el works, 
Pittsburg. 

The finished gun is 4 lo inches long, the 
length of the bore being 408 inches, and 
the total weight of the gim is fifty-two 
tons. It will be fired with a charge of 
440 poiuids of powder, sending befoi«e it 
a projectile weiiihing 1,000 pounds. Each 
ciutrge will t (ist<!:200. Tlie initial powder 
pressure will be sixteen and one-half 
tons to the sijuare inch and the initial 
velocity of the pro.iectile will penetrate 
thir^-two inches of iron, ana twenty 
inches at a distance of two miles. The 
gun is to be mounted on the pneumatic 
disappearing gun carriage at Sandy 
How aad will receive the statutory test 
of SWlMngs.
